AP)—An earthquake struck a 
wide region of northern Yugo- 
lavia and part of southern 
Jungary today, killing at least 
one and injuring more than 100 
persons. Panic spread in the 
wo neighboring countries and 
damage appeared widespread. 


Downtown buildings swayed 


and some cracked in downtown 
Belgrade, where thousands fled 
nto the streets on a warm, sun- 
ny morning. Schools and many 
actories and offices closed. The 
Budapest radio said the Hung- 
arian capital also w.as shaken. 


The first death was reported 


near the epicenter of the quake 
about 125 miles west of Bel- 
grade. A 13-year-old girl was 
cilled when a staircase col- 
apsed at a school at Djakovo.

P. Stafford. 


Gemini is the intermediate 


phase of the long-range training 
program that has an objective 
of placing Project Apollo astro- 
nauts on the moon within the 
decade. 


Made Previous Orbit 


Of the four men selected to- 


day at the Manned Spacecraft 
Center, the training base for 
astronauts, only Schirra 
has 


made an orbital flight. 


Grissom made a suborbital 


flight of 142.1 miles downrange 
from Cape Kennedy Sept. 13, 
1961, and Schirra followed with 
a six-orbit mission Oct. 3, 1962. 


Young and Stafford, former 


test pilots, became astronaut 
trainees Sept. 17, 1962.

It was stained for- 
ever that night with the blood 
of President Abraham Lincoln, 
assassinated while he sat in its 
presidential box and watched 
its last play. 


But now, there is a strong 


and possibly winning campaign 
well under way, with consider- 
able support in Congress, to re- 
store the building to what it 
was the night John Wilkes Booth 
shot Lincoln. 


There is no hope that it can 


be restored by the time of the 
centennial of the assassination, 
April 14, 1965. That had been a

Booth was 
hunted down and shot dead 12 
days later in a Virginia barn.

Title f-Vofing Rights 


The Civil Rights Bill which was passed 


by the House and is now being debated in 
the Senate is .numbered H.R. 7152 and is 
entitled "The Civil Rights Act of 1963." 


Its stated purpose is "to enforce the 


constitutional 
right to vote, to 
confer 


jurisdiction upon the district courts of the 
United States to provide injunctive relief 
against discrimination in public accom- 
modations, to authorize the Attorney Gen- 
eral to institute suits to protect constitu- 
tional rights in public facilities and public 
education, to extend the Commission on 
Civil Rights, to prevent discrimination in 
federally assisted programs, to establish a 
commission on Equal Opportunity, and for 
other purposes." 


It consists of eleven titles, each dealing 


with separate areas of the problem. The 
first title, dealing with voting rights, is 
reprinted in full on this page today.

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In general, Title I forbids 
unequal 


registration requirements, makes a sixth 
grade education presumptive evidence of 
literacy, gives priority in federal district 
courts to injunction actions to enforce the 
law, and gives the Attorney General the 
right to appoint three judge courts to hear 
such actions, with direct appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 


Supporters of the legislation declare 


that these provisions are necessary to 
make fully effective provisions of the Civil 
Rights Acts of 1957 and 1960 and that 
the bill will expedite court handling of 
voter registration cases. They point out 
that the bill will only affect states which 
deny equal registration opportunities. 


During committee consideration of the 


bill examples were cited of selected coun- 
ties in southern states where Negroes are 
denied the right to vote through unequal 
registration 
procedures. 
Representative 


McCulloch declared that in over 250 coun- 
ties less than 15 per cent of the voting 
age Negroes are registered. 


Senator Nelson cites the case of a 


county in Louisiana where only 725 out of 
16.000 eligible Negroes have been accepted 
as registered voters but their court suit is 
still pending after two years. 


To speed up court action, any voter 


denied registration, or the Attorney Gen- 
eral acting in his behalf, could apply to a 
federal district court for relief, and the 
court must give priority to the case. The 
Attorney General also has the option of 
requesting that a special three-judge panel 
be named to handle the case. And appeal 
from the decision of such a court would 
be direct to the Supreme Court. 


Such court action would be civil suits 


against the registrar concerned, and if the 
court finds that the registrar is violating 
these provisions he would be 
enjoined 


from further such conduct. If he. were 
subsequently found guilty of violating the 
court order, he would be jailed,

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There is some confusion as to what 


elections the title would affect. The bill 
says it applies to "any general, special or 
primary election held solely or in part for 
the purpose of electing or selecting any 
candidate for the office of President, Vice 
President, presidential elector, Member of 
the Senate, or Member of the House of 
Representatives." 


Supporters interpret this to mean only 


federal elections. But opponents claim the 
phrase "or in part" extends the provisions 
to any state or municipal election held in 
conjunction 
with any federal 
election. 


They cite this as an invasion of the tradi- 
tional right of states to set their own 
voter qualifications. 


£• 
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Opponents of the legislation also object 


to three other provisions. They say that 
under the measure the Attorney General 
is really given the privilege of shopping 
around and^selecting favorable judges to 
hear his cases. They cite as an example 
the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals in Mis- 
sissippi where the senior judge is claimed 
to be known for his decisions favoring the 
federal government in civil rights cases. 
They point out that four of the nine eligi- 
ble judges in that circuit have consistently 
been appointed by him to hear such cases. 


They also object to the provision that 


a sixth grade education shall be 
"pre- 


sumptive evidence" of literacy. This legal 
phrase means that it is up to the registrar 
to prove the applicant is not literate, that 
all the applicant has to do is claim he 
passed the sixth grade, and that maybe he 
was just passed so the teacher could get 
rid of him. 


Since actions under this title are in- 


junctive actions, any registrar hailed into 
court would not get a jury trial. And if 
he were convicted of contempt of court he 
could be jailed without right of habeas 
corpus until he has "purged himself of • 
contempt" in the opinion of the judge. 
Opponents thus claim registrars are de- 
nied the right of trial by jury. 


This question will arise in discussion 


of future sections of the bill, since enforce- 
ment provisions are tied to civil injunctive 
actions. 


_'_ 
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In general. Title I appears to be badly 


needed to correct the artificial barriers 
southern states have thrown up to deny 
Negroes the right to vote. Certainly pro- 
cedures are needed to speed court action 
on voting cases. And as regards this title 
at least the arguments of the opponents 
appear significantly weak. 


Johnson's Whip Still Cracking 


This session of the 38th Congress is 


moving along at a much more productive 
pace than its predecessor, judged on the 
basis of legislation passed. 


Prior to the Easter recess the Congress 


had passed over 25 new laws compared 
to none in the first two months of 1963. 
There were 89 roll calls in the House in 
the first three months compared to 14 last 
year. Three of the 12 regular appropria- 
tion bills have now been approved by the 
House. 


This may not be due entirely to Presi- 


dent 
Johnson's 
leadership. 
There 
are 


potent other prods such as the national 
political conventions coming up in early 
summer. 


But there was recent evidence that the 


majority 
leadership 
in 
Congress 
has 


evolved a few new tactics to get le'gislation 
through. 


The wheat-cotton bill faced an uncer- 


tain fate in the House. So a deal was put 
together to attract support from northern 
big city Democrats who normally are op- 
posed to wheat subsidies which will cost 
their constituents more for bread. These 
same representatives were most anxious 
for passage of the food stamp bill to in- 
crease the variety of foodstuffs for needy 
families. 
So southern Democrats agreed 


to vote for the food stamp bill if their 
northern brethren would go for the wheat- 
cotton bill. 


The result was a narrow victory for 


the farm bill, 211 to 203. and House pas- 
sage of the food stamp plan. 


The Republican minority is now charg- 


ing that legislation is being shoved down 
their throats without allowing adequate 
time for consideration. And there is evi- 
dence to support their position. The wheat 
portion of the farm bill was tacked on in 
the Senate and was put up to a vote in the 
House under a restriction of only one hour 
of debate 
and no amendments allowed. 


It had never been considered by a House 
committee. In fact, the House was held 
in session until after midnight to get both 
bills passed. 


President Johnson at the end of last 


year and earlier in this one demonstrated 
an ability to crack the whip and get the 
action he wanted from Congress. Witness 
the foreign aid bill at Christmas and the 
tax cut early in this session. He has said 
that he is going to get 2 Civil Rights Bill 
"if it takes all summer," and he is de- 
manding that there be no watering down 
of the bill passed by the House. 


On this one. he and Congress are fac- 


ing an almost certain southern filibuster 
which could bring the legislative pace to 
a dead stop. 


We will find out then if his arm-twist- 


ing tactics still work or if more Congress- 
men will begin to resent his heavy-handed 
demands.

Off-hand, memory does not 


recall another congressm a n 
from Wisconsin in recent times 
who has quit his place without 
a decision of the voters.

Governors, during this cor- 


respondent's experience, have 
relumed to private life either 
after a rejection by the elec- 
torate or after a failure to win 
a higher office. An exception 
was former Gov. Oscar Ren- 
nebohm, and there were times 
when he appeared to be sorry 
about his decision to retire in 
1950. Gaylord Nelson became 
U.S. senator. The best remem- 
bered example of a desire to 
retain a place was that pro- 
vided by the late Gov.' Walter 
S. Goodland, who ran for a 
new term at the a^e of 83, 
and then died in office. Two 
years ago Sen. Alexander Wi- 
ley ended a long career with 
a defeat, although it was ap- 
parent before he ran that he 
would be in difficulties. 


WAS IT VOLUNTARY? 


It -may be argued that the 


decision of Rep. Johnson was 
not entirely voluntary. 
He 


would have run again if he 
could have saved his own fa- 
miliar congressional dist r i c t 
for a re-election bid. He was 
one of the casualties of the 
congressional reapportionment 
act of the Legislature l a s t 
year. As a candidate for a 
new term he would have been 
forced to run against a well- 
established Republican incum- 
bent congressman, 
wherever 


he turned. As he implied, he 
had no great desire to under- 


take ihe task with its obvious 
risk of going down in defeat. 


In considering the Johnson 


incident, it has not been made 
clear that there were other 
factors involved. Congressmen 
have made available to them- 
selves retirement 
programs 


that are generous, when com- 
pared with other public serv- 
ice pension benefits. With 10 
years of service and at the 
age of 62, the retiring repre- 
sentative will have a pension 
check that will be comfortable, 
if not quite luxurious. 


THE HISTORY 


The Johnson retirement has 


been described in some quar- 
ters as marking an era. 


In the history of the restored 


Wisconsin Democratic Party, 
the Johnson victory in a spe- 
cial election of 1953 will stand 
as a landmark. It told the 
Democrats, for the first time 
in a convincing way, that they 
had a chance to pull them- 
selves up to competitive sta- 
tus in this state that had been 
ruled for so long by the Re- 
publican Party in its regular 
and progressive divisions. 


Without depriving Johnson 


of any credit for his original 
achievement, his election in 
the northwestern district was 
not quite the triumph for lib- 
eralism or the repudiation of 
the regular Republicans that 
the record might otherwise in- 
dicate. He succeeded to a seat 
held for many years by an 
insurgent Republican, one of 
the top vote-getters of the old 
LaFollette Progressive Party, 
who set a pattern which John- 
son faithfully followed. What 
Johnson achieved was to per- 
suade old-line LaFollette sup- 
porters to vote the Democra- 
tic ticket, something which the 
Democrats at the time were 
not sure they could bring off. 


Johnson is one of the last 


of the principal politicians of 
Wisconsin who owed his posi- 
tion and his career to the old 
farm-labor base that dominat- 
ed Wisconsin during a couple 
of previous generations. 
His 


retirement is a loss to the 
Democrats in practical terms, 
for they have no readily avail- 
able or widely known men to 
send into the fight with the 
Republican incumbents in the 
two districts in which he could 
have chosen 
to make his 


stand.

Offhand. I can recall books 


named "This Petty P a c e," 
"All Our Yesterdays," "Dusty

"Sound and Fury." Perhaps 
no other speech in English 
literature has been so f u l l y 
memorialized. 


There is a great fetish now- 


adays for thinking up a "sell- 
ing title." The book market- 
ing experts insist that a pro- 
vocative title is enormously 
helpful, while a dull or non- 
descriptive one may hurt a 
book's sales. This may be true 
for inferior works, but I am 
sure it has no effect u p o n 
great ones. 


Shakespeare himself 
paid 


absolutely no attention to the 
titles of his plays. He might 
have called "Hamlet" some- 
thing like "The Prince's 
Re- 


venge," if he were looking for 
immediate popularity. 


If the modern hucksters had 


been in charge of the Globe 
Theater, they would have in- 
sisted that he change the title 
of "Macbeth" to "Who Mur- 
dered 
the 
King?" 
and of 


"Othello" to "Passion 
on a 


Pillow-Case." If such 
titles 


as 
"Measure 
for Measure" 


and "Troilus and Cressida" 
were submitted to a contem- 
porary producer, thev 
would 


ruthlessly be discarded.

spearean touring comp a n y 
played Texas a few years ago, 
the production of "The Tam- 
ing of the Shrew" was adver- 
Me, Kate!' ") 


"Gone With the Wind" was 


not the title that Margaret 
Mitchell submitted with h e r 
manuscript of the novel; it 
was changed by the publish- 
ers, who plucked it from 
a 


line in Ernest Dowson's quite 
bad poem, "Cynara," long be- 
loved by all adolescents. 


Arthur Miller's first title for 


his play, "Death of a Sales- 
man" was "The Inside of His 
Head." His producers object- 
ed strenuously when he chang- 
ed it, pointing out that titles 
with "Death" in them were 
poison at the box-office, unless 
they were mysteries. He per- 
sisted, and proved the com- 
mercial experts wrong again. 
"Death of a Salesman" 
be- 


came possily the most suc- 
cessful play of the decade. 


Nobody really knows what 


the public will take to, until 
after it has done so. "Don't 
call your story, 'Frankenstein,' 
Mrs. Shelley — we suggest 
'Monster From the Deep' if 
you really want it to grab peo- 
ple."
